STATE  STREET  MALL

Nearby 
are  the  salons  of  the  gallery  district, 
which  feature  both  U.S.  and  foreign 
artists.

To  walk  to  the  State  Street  Mall  from 
Amtrak’s  Union  Station,  just  go  east 
seven  blocks  on  Adams  Street.  By  public 
transportation, board  an  eastbound  #151 
CTA  bus  on  southbound  Canal  Street. 

Water  Tower  Place  can  be  reached,  for 
a  dollar  or  less,  by  boarding  an 
eastbound  #151  bus  on  southbound 
Canal  Street.  On  the  way  you  pass 
through  the  State  Street  Mall,  then  this 
bus  turns  northbound  on  Michigan 
Avenue  to  Water  Tower  Place.  You  can 
also  board  a  northbound  #125  Express 
bus  on  Canal  Street  (this  bus  operates 
Monday  through  Friday  from  7  a.m.  to 
6:20  p.m.  only).

Shoppers  need  not  travel  to  foreign  lands 
to  find  wonderful  gifts  from  around  the 
world.
